MAXIMILIAN ABDICATES. 
Washington, Nov, 5— Tho Mexican Min* 
iatcr has received a letter from Vera Cruz, 
daled October '25th, stating thai .Maximilian 
left tbo city of Mexico on tlio 23rd tilt., re- 
signing virtually in favor of General Bazaino. 
General Castleneau reached Mexico soon 
after Maximilian left, and took possession of 
tho place, and assumed tho_ reins of govern- 
ment. The French soldiers who had enlisted 
under Maximilian's colors will bo returned 
to Franco. 

General Diez had captured tho city of 
Oaxaco. 



Canada, 

Toronto, C. W., Nov. 5— Tho Fonian tri- 
als were resumed to-day. The trial ol Benj. 
Parry was proceeded wilh ; tho jury retired 
for an hour, and returned a vordict ol not 
guilty. 

A letter has bojn received by Harrison, 
ono of tho Crown prosecutors in the Fenian 
trials, informing him of an organization iu 
Iho Western States for tho purpose of assassi- 
nating those ongaged in prosecuting tho 
Fenians in Canada. 

Tho 10th regiment, just out from England 
by steamer Pennsylvania, arrived yesterday. 
There aro now in British America about 
15000 troops of the regular British army, of 
whom 9000 are in Canada.

Mass meetings of tho Brotherhood 
were hold at Buffalo and Indianapolis on 
Saturday night, in which retaliatory moas- 
uros wero throatoned if the execution of 
Lynch or Mc.Mahon took place. 

New York-, Nov C— Gonoral Sherman and 
Colonel Campbell, our now Ministers, will 
sail for Mexioo in a few days, to assume the 
protectaloratc over that republic.

London, Nov 5— Consols, 80'.<; 5 20'fl 

China. 

A regular horse express runs from 
Shanghai to Kiachta, where it connects with 
the Russian telegraph. At a laie meeting in 
Shanghai, Mr Grant said they had Two 
hundred and eighty horses and forty em- 
ployees, who porlormed the service for a por- 
tion cl tho distance. The remainder was 
worked by couriers. The expenses came lo 
exaclly tho sum ho hud estimated— 10,000 
hulls a.-year. The cost of a telegram Irom 
Kiachta to London was seven roubles. He 
could not promise to give telegrams iu tho 
winter from Chefoo, unless he could bo sure 
lhat (hero would bo a steamer leaving that 
port on any certain days. 

Japan • 

The following are extracts relating to 
Japan, from Shanghai papers : 

Sir Harry Purkes and M. Roohes, the 
French Minister, had visited Siinunosaki and 
had inlerviows with Chosiu. 

The import of rice had been prohibited, 
but prices were still very high. 

Yokohama papers, recoived by tho Nepaul, 
ooiifinn tbe intelligence which reached us 
from Nagasaki, of a considerable success ob- 
tained by Chosiu over tbo forces of tho Ty- 
coon. Tho latter, under the leadership of 
I-karaon-no-kami and Saki-bara, made n 
descent on Obosiu'e territories from tho north; 
hut wero ouugiit by the latter in a defile and' 
routed with heavy loss. A temporary suc- 
s gained by tho Tycoon's troops at tbo 
commencement of the struggle, in the capture 
of tho island of Osinia, bus been retrieved ; 
and Chosiu, assuming the offensive, is suid to 
huvo crossed into Kokuro and gained a sig- 
nal victory over a force commanded by Kisbiu, 
l ho undo ol the Tycoon. 

The North China Herald says : " The 
oiigin of tho disturbance which has recently 
occurred botwoen the populace and tho 
American missionaries at rang-cbow«foo, in 
the tihangtnng Province, savors strongly of 
official or somo oilier influence. Tho head 
and front of thoir offending scorns to have 
been it desire to rent 'more houses than they 
are now occupying, and on this slight founda- 
tion arose a dispute which led to tlio break- 
ing of the tombstones In the cemetery mid to 
tho present demand for reparation.

European mail Summary. 

A destructive fire has occurred at tho 
goods depot of the London and North- 
Western Railway Company, in Uaydon 
square, Minories, In the immense ware- 
houses which havo perished it is estimated 
that there were about 4000 bales of wool, 
mostly, if not entirely) Australian, and ol the 
best quality, which at £25 a halo, would 
make the loss in that commodity alone amount 
to X1O0.0U0, less tho salvage, which it is 
stid will be considerable. There wore in ad- 
dition about ;i00 casks of whisky destroyed, 
of the probable value in all of C10.000, and 
tho buildings which havo perished were 
worth about £20,01 0, thus malting the entire 
loss, roughly estimated, amount to XI 30,000. 

By a decree of tho20th July, the Emperor 
of Mexico intrusted the portfolio ol war to 
Gen. Csmont, ol tbe Expeditionary Corps, 
and that of Finance to M. Frial, Military 
Commissary. Tho military duties of these 
two officers being incompatible with the re- 
sponsibilities of tho now lunctions sought to 
be imposed upon them, tboy have not boon 
authorised to accept them. — Paris Manitewr, 
Sept. 15. 

Joseph Mazzini is circulating a fierce in- 
vective against King A r ictor Emanuel, his 
cabinet, generals, army and volunteers, for 
concluding a peace which " overwhelms their 
country with dishonor." Tho London Times 
disposes ot M. Mazzini's most prominent ur- 
gumonts in a very severe and personal article. 

Highly important experiments with British 
naval guns and targets havo taken place at 
Sboeburyness. A stronger target than the 
broadside of anything alloat was thoroughly 
pierced and broken up by Palliser's projec- 
tiles. 

A letter published in a New York paper, 
sicned by Daniel Byrne, late warder in the 
Richmond Bridewell, Dublin, relative to the 
escape ol Head Centre Stephens, created 
some sensation in Dublin, and had brought 
forth a letter lrom Patrick Byrne, brother ol 
Daniel, in which ho asserts that thu letter 
must bo a fabrication, as his brother, the 
alleged writer ol it, had gone to Australia. 

The London rimes says that tho falling 
off ol £52000" in the slock of bullion in tbo 
Bank ol France return is assumed tu be con- 
sequent, for the moat part, ou payment for 
[orugri grain. 

The expenses of the War Department in 
Italy, from May 13 lo September 15, amount- 
ed to 505,000,000 of francs. 

Some of the German papers say that the 
landwehr system is to be adopted to a certain 
extent in France, so that tbo standing army 
sliall consist of 310,000 men, the reserve and 
the first levy of National Guard 521,198 men, 
and the second levy of tho National Guard 
of 077,000 men. Thus the whole armed force 
would consist of 1,515,198 men. 

Mr Bright having received a letter from 
3,'i members of Parliament and a number of 
other distinguished Irish gentlemen, inviting 
him to a banquet to bo given in his ho:ior in 
the course of next mouth, he has accepted the 
invitation.

audienco a very clumsy fallacy. 

To put then what ho wished to say, iu its 
true logical form (supposing all his proposi- 
tions had boon clearly defined and proved) it 
would stand thus : 1st, Reciprocity in trade 
with the United States is desirable. This 
cannot be obtained without our becoming uu 
integral part of the United States; therefore 
Uuion with the United States should be 
sought for. His second argumont is thus : 1st 
a cheap and responsible form of Government 
13 dosirablo for the Colony; 2d, tbo' ; United 
States has a cheap and responsible form of 
Government. Therefore, by annexation to 
the United Stales, wo shall obtain both a 
cheap and Responsible Government, and 
freo trade with them. 

This.tben, is what I oonceivo to be tho end 
aimed at by Mr MoCluro- But as his pro- 
positions were neither defined nor proved, 
merely taken for granted, he must not think 
it strange il tho whole of his conclusions aro 
pronounced Incapable of bning supported by 
iacts. 

1st. Reciprocity with the United States is 
desirable. If Mr McClttre had defined what 
ho meant by the term, wo should have been 
in a better position to decide on the equity 
of the arrangement. If reciprocity is to bo 
restricted to certain articles ; then it may be 
effected now, wo aro to become u dutiable 
pi rt without annexation. It has been before 
in Canada. But if Mr McCluro means to 
extend it, as referred to above, the effect will 
bo to keep all our ports freo for American 
products, and to closo thtm to the mother 
country, and ull tho world besides. 'By 
adopting this course we should be compelled 
to retain our real estate and all iho other 
obnoxious ta\es to sustain a Government, for 
California would supply our market. To 
have a proposition in so undefined a stale 
precludes the possibility ol saying whether 
reciprocity is desirable or not. The second 
proposition falls to the ground, because 
it has boon shown thai reciprocity has ex- 
isted between the United Slates and Uriti.-li 
possessions on tho eastern side of tho Con- 
tinent without annexation, aud therefore moy 
in tho west. 

"His second argument — 1st Cheap and 
Responsible Government is desirable. 

2nd. The United States have a cheap anil 
responsible Government. Therefore by union 
with or annexation to tho United State9, we 
shall obtain both a cheap and responsible 
Government. " Now, there will hardly bo 
two opinions on e desirableness of tlio first 
proposition; n vertheloss, in order to havo a 
clear understanding as to what u meant, 
somo definition u necessary ; for whatever 
wo may thiui: ubout it, Governments as 
marketable commodities aro not always the 
•' cheapest" tint aro to be purchased at the 
lowest nominal ico. and therefore we ought 
to havo cleatly defined what is meant by 
cheap and resp sible Government, otherwise 
tbo use of such terms is calculated to mis- 
lead. The second or minor premise in this 
argument, Mr McCluro would wish us to 
take lor granted as a lacl. Now, however suc- 
cessful ho may be in defining the first, 1 
deny in toto his assumption iu the second, 
and therefore his conclusion, and assert, 
without the fear ol successful contradiction, 
that the Colonial Governments of Great 
Britain aro less expensive and more responsi- 
ble than tho Governments ot tho United 
States. To prove this will bo sufficient to 
refute Mr McCluro's assertions, hut 1 might 
go further aud show that tho Governments 
of the United States aro more expensive 
than the Governments of Great Britain. 
Without going into dutnil of figures to prove 
the assertion here made, f doom it Sufficient 
to show tbo financial arrangement of the 
United States Government. Tbo Cential 
Government controls all the imposts or cus- 
toms anil internal revenues which in the last 
year fell little short of £100. 000,000 sterling, 
not one dollar of which returns to the respec- 
tive States from which it was drawn toward 
iho expenses of the State, county or city. 
Governments. This large sum of morfey has 
been raised and will continue to be raised by 
ibo people of the United States; with a debt 
on their shoulders of nearly six hundred mil- 
lion sterling, bearing an interest on the aver- 
age of seven per cent , which makes the 
debt, taking the amount of interest to be 
provided lor (as estimate), equal to hull as 
much again as the national debt of England, 
its interest b-iug not moro than threo und a 
half per cent. 

In addition, then, to this largo amount, 
every Slato has to sustain its own expenses. 
The Governor, it. is true, get when compar- 
ed with Governors of British Provinces small 
salaries, but all other officials downward have 
as largo salaries us the provincials, and who 
does not know that tho salaries are tbe 
smaller portion of income in the U, S. office? 
Tho principle being "to the viclors belong the 
spoils." British Governors and other officials 
are precluded Irom business or speculations 
of any kind, or to derive directly or indirectly 
any profits from thoir position. Governor- 
are to havo no pecuniary interest in tbo af- 
fairs of the Colony, and are therefore prepar- 
ed to administer tho governments over which 
preside impartially. Their income though 
large compared to United States Governors, 
are given thorn to spend iu sustaining iho 
dignity of tbe Crown's representative, not to 
ign of pocket. Few Governors, if any, can be found 
that live on their income from office; tbe 
community then -'in this way or in that" de- 
rives tho benefit. What havo wo to gain by 
annexation to tho United States 1 No sane 
man can be found oredulous enough to be- 
lieve or with impudence to asset" that our 
Colonial government official stalls cost the 
country as much as the United Stales Gov- 
ernment do. I shall not now dispute whether 
the nominal salaries with fees is belter thau a 
fixed Miliary and all lees passed into the public 
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dia, Oanea and Relyrao, tbo military au- 
thorities ol which at first did their best lo 
prevent their Hocking in. 



Annexation Fallacies. 

Messrs Editors ; — One might bo led to 
infer lrom the non-attempt to refute the as- 
sertions put lorth, as argumont by Mr Me- 
Cluro at the theatre and the wayside' approval 
of iho position assumed by him with which 
I our oars have been greeted since by certain 
| sympathising friends, thai the assertions 
wero facts, and tho position assumed nival- 
in ruble;, but, with your permission, I will en- 
deavor to show that nothing is further from 
the truth (ban such a conclusion, 

)l is not my object lo speak of the meeting 
or iis origin, but merely the arguments ad- 
duced by M r McCluro to attain the end pro- 
posed in Reciprocity with tbe United Statos, 
and a cheap und responsible foira ol Gov- - 
eminent. 

I will, in order to place the case before you 
in as concise a form as possible, reduce Ihu 
"speech" lo its original propositions. 

1st. Reciprocity with iho United Slates is 
desirable; 2d, a cheap and Responsible Gov- 
ernment was also desirable; 3d, seeing that 
under British rule, neither tho ono or the 
other can bo obtained, annexation to the 
Uuitud States should bo sought at any cost, 
in ordrr to obtain the end desired. 

Such a style of syllogism may do very 
well for Mi McCluro's purpose, but ho known 
lull well that it has not iho first lineament 
ol sound argUbient about it. Before, then, 
that wo can admit Mr McCluro's propositions 
as promises, ho must define what ho intends 
by reciprocity with tho United Slates, I 
ho means that wo should admit all American 
products inlo our potts duty froo, ou tho con- 
dition that they admit nil our products free 



y | traasurp, that, is another question. What 1 
contend for is that, whether an official be 
compensated for his services by a fixed 
salary or by fees, the country pays ; in tho 
one case you know what is paid, but in the 
other you do not Uhow what is received, the 
latier ul all times to be well pleased with tlio 
emolments of his office. But tlio groat cause 
of complaint is that the Governors have loo 
high salaries, und that Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment ought not to iuterlore with the civil 
lists ol the Colonies. Whence the assertion 
it wo were annexed to the United Stales wo 
siiould have thu power to say what wo would 
pay. 

Now let us look at matters from another 
stand point : If we should become a part of 
the United Slates, we should have to con- 
tribute annually our quota lor Iho mistain- 
i g of tho Gerund Government, and pro- 
viding lor tho national debt. The direct 
taxat ion of tho United States at this time is 
much heavier (ban the taxes ol Vancouver 
Island. Hut supposing that we continue lo 
import Irom England and elsewhere as 
ranch as we have been won! to do, how 
should wo stand think you? some years our 
imports have been 84,000,000 ; now suppose 
th .1 one hull of this amount bo loroign, and 
ihc custom dues now being paid, how would 
it beV f)0 por cent on $2,000,000 would have 
to bo paid by this torn lory, for that would 
be our stauding, as customs dues iu addition 
to Iho diroct taxation — tho whole ol llus to 
pass into tho Fedural collars, but little of it 
lo return lo the territory. Aud what should 
wo got for all thin ? the empty honor of being 
a part of a confederation ot Status, tho Gov- 
ernment of which has during a civil war of 
four years duration, sunk tbe nation in debt 
to an amount greater than the debt contract- 
ed by England in all her tedious wars by 
land and sea during thu long reign of George 
tho Third. And this Mr MoCluro says is a 
cheap, efficient and responsible Government I! 
But suppose that England wero lo adopt thu 



flame plan of collecting customs as the Gen- 
eral Gt vornment of the Unilod Slates does — 
(and allow all tho internal ruvoiiuo lrom this 
Colony for our own use), and agreo to pay 
the whole civil list from her oiHtoms, 
should we not ho iu a much butter position 
so far as cheap government goes ? How 
many staffs of officials think you would " the 
customs pay ? how many miles of road 
would it make? how mahy steamboat sub- 
sides would it pay? how many sohools 
would it build and support? It may uot bo 
known to many, but England did collect 
customs at her Colonial ports of entry und 
delivery, up until 1838 or 40, out of which 
however she paid tho civic list of tho prov- 
inces. Never passed them into Iho coders 
of England. Of what thou ate we complain- 
ing from which annexation to tho United 
States would exempt us. Havo wo not to-day 
ull tho protection lor life and property that 
the most forward Slate has f and havo we not 
as much control over tiie ulfairs of the Colony 
as any State or Territory? and that too with- 
out paying any contribution whatever to- 
ward the national debt of England or toward 
the sustaining of her government. 

fs it then the simple dignity of being a 
part of the glorious nation that baa contract- 
ed such a debt as above referred lo, that wo 
soek. One is almost tempted to say, lor tho 
purpose ol putting millions in the pockuls 
ol coutiactors lor the army aud navy, tho 
parties having tho management of the pub- 
lic affairs, sharing in the plunder, Responsi- 
bility !! I lo whom? If it is honor wu seek, 
then surely to have floating over us Iho Hag 
Ibat has braved the battle and tho breeze for 
a thousand years, or to be a pari of a nation 
whoso commerce, intelligence and valor con- 
trols tho destinies of the world, is equal to 
forming a part of ihu United States (if abo 
should ever again attain that point.) 

Look again lo tho vitality of Groat Bri- 
tain and Ireland, though not larger than 
ihtee ol the smaller States, sustains a popu- 
lation equal to the whole ol tho United 
States. 

Again tho Colonial Empire of Great Bri- 
tain is in extent moro than live times that 
of tbe United States. Tho resources and 
present available wealth of Great Britain and 
her Coioniul Empire, is beyond oomputaliou. 
What then has to bo gained by annexation ? 

Lei not the sophistry and fallacious reason- 
ings of indited politicians deceive you; for 
notwithstanding the many things we havo to 
complain of, and may have for a long timo lo 
come, yet of what nation could wo form a 
pan, or what form ol Government could wo 
devise for ourselves in which there would be 
no cause of complain! ? 

On a review of ,all the premises, will you 
not agree with me that "it is far better to 
bear the ills wo havo, than to 11 v to iboso wo 
knur not ul.'' >'.

On entering tbo pert the 
Active tired soveral guns in honor of the dis- 
tinguished party on board. A large crowd 
bad by this time collected at lirodr.ek'd 
Wharf, IheBifle Corps under Lieut. Moor- 
head, and the Fire Department under Chief 
and Assistant Engineers Keenan and Uun.es, 
being drawn up in line to receive His Excel- 
lency. Tho steamer was brought alongside 
the wharf in a senmanlike manuor, and the 
following government officers immediately 
steppod on board and weloolmed His Ex- 
cellency and lady : The Hon W A G Young 
Administrator of tho Government; tho Hon. 
A N Iiirch.Adminislrator of the Government 
of British Columbia j Mr Maunsoll; Mayor 
Franklin; Hon. Attorney General Wood; Hon 
Treasurer Watson; Hon. Surveyor General 
Pears-; ShoriH Adamsoo ; Acting Colonial 
Secretary Nesbitt; Acting Registrar Woods, 
tho Town Clerk, fco.
